Both Spain and Russia used all the sea-power 
they possessed, regardless of the odds against them, 
in attempts to improve their military positions. 
That, of course, is what a navy is for. It is the sea 
flank of a country’s war forces, and without that 
i flank an army is at a great disadvantage. 

The German High Seaa fleet is the second fleet 
i in size in the world, yet so far jtiaas useless to Ger¬ 
many as a factor in this war aa the Kaiser’s yacht 
“Hohenzollern.” Instead of being used in an at¬ 
tempt to aid the German army, it is really an en¬ 
cumbrance, fqr it diverts men and materials which 
the army vitally needs. The German army is be¬ 
ing fbrCed back with enormous losses, and the forces 
opposed’to it arc growing by 300,000 men and vast 
quantities of supplies a month.
